conditions are unusual for the open- 
ing week of June, and their continu- 
ance js far from desirable, for growth 
is far too lush and rapid, ‘with corres: 
ponding checking in root develo; 
ment, and the production of | sturdy 
plants from which alone heavy grain 
yield may be expected. Cool wea- 
ther is needed for thy next few weeks 
to give the young wheat a chance to 
Stool out properly. There has been 
quite enough precipitation to serve 
to the end’ of the present month, and, 
indeed, from some districts correspon. 
dents of the Wéstern Associated Presa 
report that already too much rain has 
fallen. This, however, is unusual, 
and farmers generally appear satia- 
fled with progress, though prevalence 
of e one br of excessive heat 
and wet are likely to cause anxiety 
as calculated to either wither the still 
tender shoots or incite growth of straw 
to an extent sueh as has more than 
once resulted in late and difficult 
harvesting. Under these cireum- 
dtances especial interest must at- 
tach to the next fortnight or so. 

Six Million Acres in Wheat. 

So far official figures ave not avail- 
able as to the total acreage seeded, 
but well infofmed opinion is more 
and more inclined to place the total 
of wheat at not less than six million 
acres. If this figure may be accept- 
ed, a general average of seventeen 
bushels would give the hundred miat- 
lion total, while a good average crop 
of twenty bushels would add twenty 
million more to the tetal. Thas with 
this grently increased acreage, it is 
not necessary to build rauch on pre- 
sent extraordinary good condition +f 
the crop to look for a total yield 
greatly in excess of even the banner 
season of 1996. But the main per- 
centage of the increase will be in 
wheat, owing to early seeding, though 
fiax among the coarse grains will show 
perhaps even a more considerable in- 
crease, QOats should run from fifteen 
to twenty per cent, incfense and per- 
haps five per cent. for barley. It is 
not, therefore, surprising that the past 
week is notable for returning confi- 
dence in the West. 

Do Much Good. 

Winnipeg, June 8.—The cold speil 
which started yesterday, and is pre- 
valent throughout the prairie west, 
is calculated to do the growing crops 
much good by checking the too 
luxuriant growth above ground, and 
thus encouraging a aturdier root 
growth.

Three apparently 
are the remaing of sailors, while the 
fourth vietim seemed to have been a 
fairly well-to-do citizen.

London, June 7,—Both the trades 
unions and railways in Great Britain 
are setting wbout concentrating their 
forces for future campaigning, which 
likely will be on radical lines judg- 
ing by the present political condi- 
tions, A long struggle over the affili- 
ation of the Miners’ Federation with 
the Labor party ended in a reversal 
of the previous ballot by which the 
fusion was vetoed, A large majority 
of the miners now voted to pool their 
issues’ with the other trades unions 
in polities, This policy, when alopted 
in October at the conference, will 
carry 38,000 miners into the United 
Labor party and will affect the rela- 
tions of sixteen radical or miner mem- 
bers of parliament, who are now in- 
dependent of the leadership of Arthur 
Henderson,

Macleod, June 7,—As the hours pass 
the flood from the, mountain streams 
are growing more serious.

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest Mining 
Regulations. 

Coal.—Conl mining rights may be leas- 
ed for a period of twenty-one years at 
more than 2.560 acres shall be leased to 
one individual or company. A royalty 
at the rate of five cente por ton shall be 
aaa on the merchantable coal min- 


Quartz.—A person eighteen years of 
age, or over, having discovered mineral 
in place, may locate a claim 1,500x1,500 
feet, 

The fee for recording a claim is $5. 

At least $100 must be expended or the 
claim each year or paid to the mining 
recorder in lieu thereof. When $500 has 
been expended or paid, the locator may, 
upon having a survey made, and upon 
complying with other requirements, pur- 
chase the land at $1 per acre.

BRUCE WALKER HERE. 

Bruce, Walker, of Winnipeg, Domin- 
ion superintendent, of . immigration, 
is in the eity today on business for 
the Department of the Interior. 
While seated in the rotunda of the Al- 
berta Hotel, Mr. Walker recalled the 
fact that it was five yeara since he 
had visited the eity of Edmenten. 
“There have been so many changes in 
the city ince then,” said he, ‘that 
it seems as though some fairy had 
pissed a magic wand over the city 
and uttered the magic word, Five 
years ago the principal buildings in 
the town were the Queen’s avenue 
school and the Presbyterian church 
on Jasper avenue. Now you have 
such wide streets, almost palatial resi 
dences along the streets between the 
water front and Jasper avenue and 
splendid public buildings. 

“The progress of the city,” said Mr. 
Walker, “has been really marvellous 
when compared with other Canadian 
towns and cities, and nearly all of 
them have passed under my notice 
during the past five years, The city 
is rapidly approaching a metropoli- 
tan status.’” 

Asked as to immigration matters, 
Mr, Walker said thatthe tide of im- 
migration from the old country is not 
as great as last year, but those that 
are coming are of a much higher stan- 
dard. Any decrease in numbers from 
across the water is entirely made up 
by the very great inerease from the 
United States, so that we have loat 
nothing in quantity by restrictive 
measures and have gained consider: 
ably in the quality of the immigrants. 

“The efforts of the government,” 
continued Mr, Walker, “to prevent 
immigration of persons not suited = to 
conditions is having the effect of rais- 
ing the standard very much indeed. 
The restrictions apply not only to 
ecean ports of entry but to all points 
of the frontier, Careful scrutiny 
made at the entry ports and all immi- 
grants who have not employment = in 
view or a reasonable amount of money 
to keep them until they secure work 
are uniformly turned back.”

It was 
in the case against a young Jad named 
George Matthews, charged with steal- 
ing $25, and in the theft of which the 
police believed a number of other 
young lads were implicated, The case

After the judgment had been given 
the chief of police, who was in court, 
stated that he had applied for a crown 
prosecutor, but the attorney-general’s 
department had thought | such were 
not necessary and hid also pointed 
out that the appropriations for crown 
prosecutions were being rapidly taken 
up by the Edmonton police court. The 
chief thought the police department 
were put at a great disadvantage 
without a lawyer to prosecute when 
difficult legal points arose, and they 
were opposed by able legal talent. 
The question was discussed at some 
length ,and the Mayor wae also called 
in to participate, 

It was generally agreed that the po- 
lice were sometimes placed at a great 
disadvantage without legal assistance 
in eonducting cases, It was shown, 
however, that the province would es- 
tablish a bad precedent by furnishing 
a vegular prosecutor in small cases, an 
similar requests would come from all 
parts of the province, It was also 
shown that Edmonton has already 
veed up a large appropriation — in 
crown proseeutors’® fees for the police 
court, 

The situation will likely be diseuss- 
ed by the City Council,
